OM gratious Soueraigne aimes nowiſe.to prejudge 
any mans right, nor to vrge any man further than 
what hee is cats vnto by: Law: But only out of his 
princely care, of my benefite intends a or " 
all abuſes, and firſt of Tirhes; which is vnderſtood to _ 
bee threceto ld, 
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Firſt, the abuſe of their dedication by him who only 
is proprietar therof, God, The tithes are mipe, and 1 hane gis 
wen them'to the Leuite, whergby is cahly perceiued I 
the Paſtors and Inſtrufers in true knowledge,andthe wor- 
ſhip of God, are [afite omnia] to bee ſuſtained, entertai« 
ned and maintained, euery man in his place or degree 
of imployment, by whom the Church is builded, and 
euery particular perſon is formed a living ſlone for rai- 
ſing thereof, the chiefe corner remaining, Chriſt. 
Secondly, of vplifring the ſame, whereby the fruites 
of the ground are ſubje& to many inconvenients, part= 
ly by the floath, and partly by the malice of Tith-poſ- 
(eſours the one becing careleſſe to ſeparate the ſame 
from the ſtocke in due time, and the other maliciouſ] 
refuſing ro doe it in due time; wherby the ſtock in theſ, 
cold and Northerne partes are fubje& to the hazard of 
many inconvenients, by tempeſtuous weather: As alſo 
comming to Tithe, they bring with them ſuch a 
confluence of men and beaſts, like locuſtes ouerſhadoy.

82, 
Ordainingevuery pleugh to ſow a firlot wheate, halfe an 
firlot peale, and fourtic beanes, is nor as yet two hun: 
dreth yeare old: whereby it may appeare bow ſmall vie: 
there was for labouring for cornes, ſome two, three, 
orfoure hundreth yeare before 3 which all is but a ſmall 
time, in reſpe@ of that time, ſince tithing firſt began to 
bee in vſc. Hence it is eaſily conjeured rhat the firſt 
cau(e of this uſe ,to tith 'corne vpon the ground both 
ſtocke and encreſſe, was , becauſe fo ſmall partes wete- 
laboured at the firſt, that the tith was not much regar- 
ded: as alſo ſome choyſe partes were only manurde, 
which becing fertile in themſclues, both by nature and 
long reſt, yeelded ſuch encreſſe, as the ſtocke and la- 
hour Were forgotten by the labourer, rejoycing in the

good ſuccefſe of his new hutþandty; whereas nowthe 
greateſt part of-the manured grounds will ſcarce free the 
charges, it the airehappen tro be tempeſtuous: andeven

ling bouſe, in ſtead ofthat hoſpitable welcome ,peacebee 
wth thees howſocucr let all thy wants ly pon me; only ludee not” 
in the freer; ſhall find nothing of what he wants, but peace 
orithe happen to heare any noiſe,it ſhal be commanding 
bim peace and without a peece to turne ſome other ways 
But ſuppelc theſe cauſes were not remoued:no volung- 
tary ouerſight of any abuſe can-enſorce a perpetual ob» 


ligation to cominuethe lame.

Much lefle it is reaſon that 
authoriric ſhould ſuffer to bee viurped and brought in cus 
tome, more than the Law, and againſt all reaſon, This 
(1am ſure)will cut off all neceflitie to value theſe tirhes

But if any man doubt thus co apply the text: bee 
hold thereſtimonies of antiquitie, whereby cuen ſtones 
are bclecued tobe meramorphoſed into men. As for men 
to bee changed into ſtones is cafie and common at the 
ſight of a Gorgons head. Ovid;that never ſufficientlie 
commended colleQor of antiquities, ſhews diretlie that 
from the North muſt comethe illuminators of blind 7hi- 
us, and the baniſhers of theſe filthy abuſers of princely 
food: which is more enlarged by that divine poet Ar/+ 
o/to.*Doth he begeſle aſcriuc vnto the Engliſh Duke che 
horriblie affrighting of that famell fa&tion, crucll cyran- 
nizersouer thoſe without whom themſclues were nothing 
or worſe? and (howſoeuer forſaken of his feareful friends) 
couragiouſlygoing ontotheentrapping of (ligorant in his 
owne ner; howſoever reſeruedaliuc as a not vnfitdrudge 
for building the walles of Jeruſalem? the killing of 0- 
ris; howloener ealily diſmembercd yer alwayes rejoy- 
ned by the power -/ only one excrement of his head? 
The diffolving of the enchanted'palace; how manifoldly 
focuer his ſhape atthe firſt appeare deformed, to the no» 
tablie deceaued Jndwellers? 1s without a ground alcri- 
ved vnto himthe baniſhing of the Harpyes, noblegindeced 
vnſhearhing his ſword againſtthem, bur to ſmall purpoſe 
till from the ſound of his horne they hid themſclues ia Hell, 
No ſurely, for it is'moſt certaine that the ſolide ſubjc& 
wherevpon'alltrue Poets buildes, is laide by artiqu:ty 
they arcethe planets of Heauen (of whom the Sun is the 
chiefe or rather the lyfc) The lightes of the earch. The re» 
vivers of the dead, the renuers of antiquitic, the revela-
